CHICAGO (LPA)—A pay in- 
crease of $10 a week was won by 
AFL Butchers Local 546 for its 
members employed in chain stores 
with self-service meat departments.

Steelman urged that both em- 
ployers and labor unions, where 
possible, relax employment and re- 
tirement policies which discrimi- 
nate against older worker. Retire- 
ment of persons simply because 
they reach a certain age and with- 
regard to their usefulness, or re- 
fusal to hire persons because of 
‘age often deprives the nation of 
the critical skills of nature, effi- 
cient workers, he said. 

He suggested that employers 
consider policy of gradually taper- 
ing off the employment of skilled 
older workers to reduce the sud- 
den impact of total idleness on 
the employe and to permit the em- 


ployer to continue to utilize his 
skills while at the same time pro- 
viding opportunity, for advance- 
ment of deserving younger work- 
ers. 

He also suggested that older 
women be given equal opportunity 
with men for employment and that 
good labor standards, including 
health and safety measures and 
equal pay for comparable work, 
be maintained to increase the em- 
ployment of older workers.

‘State Banking and Insurance Com- 
missioner Walter Gaffney. 


The move climaxes a two-year 
|campaign by the State CIO civil 
lrights committee to end the prac- 
jtice of charging Negroes 20 to 40 
per cent more for auto insurance. 
|The committee had charged that 
some insurance firms arbitrarily 
assigned Negroes to the “Class IT 
bad risk” category, for which a 
higher rate was charged, even 
though the Negro‘had a perfect 
driving record. 

Gaffney has asked all New Jer- 
sey auto insurance firms for “writ- 
ten assurance that you are not do- 
ing anything directly or indirectly 
which results in discrimination on 
jaccount of race, color or creed.” 
He also will order that questions 
on “color” be stricken from insur- 
ance applications and accident ret 
port forms. 


“Restrictions in underwriting 
based solely on race, color, or 
creed,” Gaffney said, “cannot be 
justified and certainly are contrary 
|to the public policy: of the State of 
New Jersey.”
